It is, however, not to be wondered 
at that the Senior Years have difficulty 
in maintaining good hockey teams. To 
find that the men who play the best 
games in the first two years are those 
who seldom enter the Junior and Senior 
ranks is almost a rule, and certainly not 
an exception. Moreover, there is no 
denying that the older College men 
have not the same spirit or enthusiasm 
as the less initiated. When aroused by 
some unusual event, they may be far 
more forceful and dangerous, out it 
takes something serious to stir them. 
Is it because their youthful ideals of 
College spirit have been gradually de- 
stroyed or that the mental labour of 
the past years and the near approach 
to the ''battle of life" has sobered and 
changed them? At any rate they now 
seem to treat with cheerful indifference 
any bantering they receive in regard to 
their athletic failures. Doubtless this 
is due to a worthy sense of past vic- 
tories. 



It has often been objected that the 
McGill Outlook is not sufficiently 
literary, does not pay enough attention 
to creative or imaginary work, nor en- 
courage budding authors and poets as 
such a paper should do; that, on the 
contrary, it is a mere news agent, a 
bulletin board of the week's happenings 
and of past events know r n already to 
all who would be interested enough to 
read the reported account.

ARTS UNDERGRADUATES VS. 
UNDERGRADUATES SOCIETY 

The Faculty of Arts has recently been 
confronted with a question which is 
likely to prove of interest to the whole 
College. During the past few years 
there has grown up a feeling that the 
Arts' Undergraduate Society is not all 
it should be. The number of members 
has steadily decreased, the meetings 
have been poorly attended and the 
finances have been in a far from nour- 
ishing condition. 

For this state of things several rea- 
sons are forthcoming. In the first 
place, the newly adopted Year System 
has dampened considerably the strength 
and unity of the society spirit, for, 
within the very gates of the one, the 
other has been disastrously fostered 
and encouraged. Where the Freshmen 
are openly pitted against their neigh- 
bours in one society, it is scarcely pos- 
sible to expect them to join fully with 
those same neighbours in another. 
Thus as Year has succeeded Year, and 
each succeeding Year has more through- 
ly learnt the lesson of antagonism to 
the other Years, a constantly decreasing 
interest is shown in the one mutual re- 
lationship — the Undergraduates' Society. 
The binding cord has been removed, 
fortunately or unfortunately, and the 
whole structure is toppling to its fall. 

Now this fact may be attributed 
partly to another reason. The Year 
System has not only introduced anta- 
gonism between the four Years, but it 
has also removed the antagonism be- 
tween the different Faculties, and in 
doing so it has taken away the very 
backbone of the Arts' Undergraduate 
Society. So long as there was need 
to maintain active opposition against 
the other Faculties, to uphold the par- 
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ticular pride and name of a united 
Arts, or to seek redress for a com- 
mon wrong, the presence of such a 
society was imperative- Now 7 all that 
is completely changed and the saving 
spirit destroyed. 

Again, the one substantial, tangible 
return, outside of the Senior Year, 
w hich the Society can make for its an- 
nual charge of $2-co is the Reading- 
Room, or as it should be more pro- 
perly called, the Picture Gallery. There 
a few wayfarers may find time to see 
the latest comic paper or the illustra- 
tions of a monthly; or else a distant 
dweller will scan the morninsfs paper 
as he munches his jam sandwiches and 
finds the room convenient. All go there 
to sets tew to read. Moreover, no tick- 
et of admission need be shown, and 
only those non-members of a peculiarly 
puritanical spirit are debarred from the 
enjoyment of this Reading-Room : no 
great inducement, it is true, but yet 
something. Such are the conditions 
which many are beginning to -point to 
in advocating the demolition of the 
Arts' Undergraduates' Society. Few, 
however, will go so far as t" say that 
no common, mutual society for Arts 
is necessary. All the other Faculties 
have their particular societies. Arts 
must be represented at the various 
College functions, both of McG'll, and 
other Canadian Universities, and must 
have their own Faculty function and 
organizations. At this point a passible 
solution of the diflicuHV c/*.m?s from 
the McGill Literary Soc'^ty. As at 
present constituted, this Societv is a 
liberal one, embracing every Faculty 
and welcoming every student in the 
University* "Hut although it is thus in 
name, it is far from being so in fact. 

Science occasionallv furnishes an at- 
tendant or two; sometimes an enthu- 
siast. Medicine has practically no re- 
presentation. Law is often useful and 
provides the best debaters, but is not 
indispensable. Thus it is Arts, an.l to 



all purpose Arts alone, that maintains, 
animates and controls the McGill Lit- 
erary Society. Why not, therefore, be 
honest and call it the Arts' Literary So- 
ciety or the Literary Society of the 
Arts' Undergraduates, or, simpler still, 
the Arts' Undergraduate Society? Such 
is the proposition now before the Arts' 
Students, and such is the proposition 
w hich should be of interest to the whole 
College. It is one of the first clear 
evidences of the effects of the Year 
System. It means specialization in the 
topics of our debating societies. It 
heralds the destruction! of the one ex- 
isting society, outside of Athletics, 
open to all McGill students alike. We 
have not space to enter more fully 
upon this discussion, but we believe, 
most sincerely, tha,t the amalgamation 
of the Arts' Undergraduate Society and 
the McGill Literary Society will be 
greatly to the. advantage of both, will do 
no wrong to the rest of the College, 
will in no way be antagonistic to the 
Year System, and will do much to im- 
prove the Arts' Students as a body and 
to increase their esprit de corps.

DEBATING SOCIETIES 

Ancient and Modern. 

A Irecent writer in the " McGill Maga- 
zine" spoke of the impossibility of man's 
Unite mind grasping every side of a ques- 
tion. The natural result is that each of us 
gets hold of part thereof, which he finally 
believes to be the whole. Hhicillae con- 
trouersicce — hence those debates ; and 
hence also this leavned and laborious 
treatise. 

Debates of some kind or other have 
b^en g^ing on since the earliest ages. 
The writer has no doubt that Adam and 
Eve used frequently to discuss with much 
vigour the question of which of them was 
the more to blame for their expulsion 
from Eden, while as for Cain and xAbel, 
the disastrous ending of one of their 
brotherly disagreements indicates clearly 
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enough that in their younger days they 
used frequently to argue with each other 
in the crude and unscientific manner 
natural to those early days before the 
art of self-defence was invented, until 
Adam or Eve appeared to give the judge's: 
decision in the manner usual in such 
cases. 

Leaving these prehistoric researches, 
we come down to classical times. In 
Greece we find probably the earliest 
traces of anything corresponding to the 
modern debating society of systematic 
study of the art of persuasive speech- 
The Sicilian rhetoricians, headed by 
Gorgias and the Sophists, taught the art 
with varying degrees of proficiency and 
success. They tilled a very real want, 
for among a highly litigious people, 
whose laws did not allow them to hire 
lawyers to plead for them in court, a man 
who was not at least a tolerable speaker 
was fatally handicapped Hence Gor- 
gias and his followers found pupils in 
abundance, and a clever teacher who 
could rt make the worse appear the better 
reason" w T as sure of a good living. 
Rhetoric flourished, especially at Athens, 
one of its eartist exponents being the 
orator Antiphon, a little work of whose, 
the Tetralogies, shows the care with which 
the arguments for both sides of a ques- 
tion were sifted. The book consists of a 
series of imaginary lawsuits, outlines 
being given of thespeeohes of each party. 
Thus a young man who, while throwing 
a javelin at a mark has accidentally 
killed a boy, is accused by the lad's 
father of homicide, and defends himself. 
Later rhetoricians took delight in support- 
ing the weakest kind of cases. Thus 
Isokrates, the u old man eloquent " 
wrote a panegyric on the notoriously 
cruel tyrant Buseris. The pupils of these 
men and their successors wrote by way 
of exercise, speeches on one side op 
other of various questions set for discus- 
sion. 

In Rome a rhetoric formed the staple of 
education, Quintilian's great work, really 



a very complete treatise on education, 
being entitled Iastlfutio Oratorio, The 
Training of an Orator, Men often s udied 
in the schools of rhetoric until past their 
prime Their training still consisted 
largely of debates on set topics. What 
these were we know from the work of 
the elder Seneca,' who, by the way, wrote 
his entire book, containing, at least in 
outline, scores of speeches delivered by 
various prominent speakers entirely from 
memory . 

How would some of our modern deba - 
ters like the following subject— say, for 
our Intercollegiate contest : — 

A young man is captured by pirates ; 
their chief's daughter falls in love with 
him and offers to help him escape if he 
wil 1 promise to marry her. He consents, 
they fly together, and his father sanctions 
the marriage. Thereupon the old gentle- 
man is brought before the court as a 
lunatic. 

Here is another, even finer : — The 
law enacts that any one who assaults 
his father shall have his hands cut 
off. A tyrant (tyrants were as useful 
^o rhetoricians as they afterwards became 
to writers of heroic drama) —orders two 
sons to beat their father. One refuses 
and commits suicide ; the other obeys, and 
later becomes the tyrant's friend and 
assassinates him. He is then sued under 
the above-mentioned law, his father 
defending him. There are recorded some 
very eloquent arguments of the prosecu- 
tion, on the heinousness of parricide, 
and of the defence, on the surpassing 
merit of tyrannicide ; but if this, and not 
prohibition, had been the theme of the 
Freshman- Sophomore Debate the other 
night, 1 very much doubt whether the 
speakers would have found so much to 
say. 

The result of this training was that, 
speaking became very artificial, and much 
attention was paidj to the peroration, 
whichjwas intended to appeal to the feel- 
ings of the audience— generally, in prac- 
tice, the jury. Sometimes, however, its

carefully arranged pathos missed fire, as 
in the following instance : A lawyer 
brought his client's little boy on to the 
rostrum, to stir the jurymen's pity. 
The youngster cried copiously and effect- 
ively, until the speaker, turning to him, 
asked in tragic tones why he wept, 
whereupon the child, who was too young 
to know the difference between a rhe- 
torical question and a real one explained 
in a fatally clear voice that his attendant 
was pinchng him. 

Another budding Demosthenes .turned 
to the lawyer for the other side, and 
inquired, ' ' Why do you look at me 
so fiercely, So and So?' ' "I'm notdoing 
anything of the kind," was the rather 
disconcerting and wholly unexpected 
reply; ' you only ask that because you've 
got it written down, but anything to 
oblige you!" and there and then the 
orator's *' learned friend " put on a most 
ferocious scowl. But it is to be feared 
the jury were not so much impressed as 
they ought to have been. 

We have all heard of the mediaeval 
debaters — the Schoolmen. No common- 
place, ordinary talk about tyrants and 
pirates' daughters was good enough for 
these fountain-heads of wisdom. Their 
simplest topics were : 
" Whether angels in moving from place 
to place 

Pass through the intervening space/' 
or the enthralling question cpncerning 
the exact size of an angelic version of 
the Science Dance that could be held on 
the point of a needle. Curiously enough, 
they never seem to have considered just 
how, in that case, the floor should be 
waxed, or whether it would need any 
such process. A less subtle method 
seems to have been in vogue among the 
nobles of that period. The affirmative 
would open the discussion by jabbing 
at the negative's ribs with a spear ; this 
argument the negative would endeavour 
to refute by means of a two handed 
sword or some such ingenious sophistry, 
then both sides would perorate with 
battle-axes and daggers. 
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Passing to modern debating societies, 
we must not forget the greatest ones, — 
the various legislative bodies. From th« 
point of view of the stranger's gallery, it 
does not seem to be a very hard task to be 
a member of Parliament. To be a mem- 
ber, mind, not to become one. That is a 
very different matter, and involving a 
prodigious amount of debating, in public 
halls and theatres and at the hust- 
ings, to say nothing of employing that 
all-convincing argument u de long, clean 
green!" But once in the house, the 
average legislator, when he doesn't 
" slope " entirely, appears to do one of 
two things. Either he sits at his desk 
and writes letters on Government paper 
— very good paper it is, too (make 
friends with an employee of the House 
and you need never trouble a stationer) — 
writes letters, we say, on this most ex- 
cellent material, and ever and anon 
snaps his fingers to a page, who comes 
and seals his envelope for him — the 
smell of sealing-wax is the first thing 
that a visitor notices on entering — or lie 
gets up, half hidden behind a formidable 
row of books and reads statistics proving 
that the Government is or is not doing 
its duty by the country in general, and 
the speaker's province and constituency 
in particular (the same figures will do for 
either side). Meanwhile the other legis- 
lators write letters, or chat ; the Clerk 
sleeps peacefully in his chair, and the 
Speaker looks bored, or reads the paper, 
or, if a weak-minded man, basely deserts 
his post, and leaves his deputy to face 
the statistics. Of course, when a man 
like the late Nicolas Flood Davin has 
the floor, things are a little livelier. 
When that vigorous Westerner was 
scoring the Government on that ever 
fertile source of abuse, the Alaskan Boun- 
dary, I once saw a well-known politi- 
cian, now on the other side of the House? 
perform complicated jigs on the floor, 
and brandishing a map, inform every- 
body within shouting distance that 
" dat explain ever'ting. ' 
Among smaller debating clubs, those 
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of Oxford and Cambridge deserve men- 
tion. These reflect the larger debates of 
the Houses of Parliament, not only in the 
questions discussed, but also in the con- 
duct of the members, a good speaker 
can secure a good audience, but let a 
long-winded proser get up and he finds 
himself speaking to a number of empty 
seats, and some fifteen or twenty stout- 
hearted, but sadly bored auditors. We 
are handicapped at McGill from lack of a 
convenient back door to slip out by. 
Still, with all its defects, aud deficits, 
our Literary Society deserves support. 
How many rising orators would have 
passed unnoticed but for its kindly 
nurture, not to say hot bed culture ; bow 
many brilliant arguments which " the 
negative cannot possibly deny " would 
have remained silent, and but for its 
existence what vigorous word contests in 
that ever-lively Debating Club, the Un- 
dergraduate Meeting, would have stayed. 

i( In the wide throat from whence 
they broke 
Unyelled, un hollered and unspoke." 
My time— space, I mean— is up, and I 
must give place to the next speaker, 
without staying to debate whether the 
above quotation is accurate or not.

Read at the Annual Meeting, 
Feb. 15. 

At the annual meeting held Feb. 13 
last year, the following officers were

These men constituted the Committee 
till the spring, but in September it was 
found that the following men w r ere absent 
from College Geo. Kent, S. II. Mac- 
Laren, A. E. Foreman, R. W. Shilling- 
ton. 

This necessitated the election of a new 
President and Vice-President by the 
Committee and of a new representative 
by the Undergraduates in Medicine*. 

W. P. Ogilvie was elected President, 
and F. J. Tees, the Medical represen- 
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tative, Vice-President, the vacancy for 
the Hockey and Skating Club being filled 
later on by Geo. McDonald, then its Vice- 
President. 

What was probably the last Field-Day 
held under the auspices of the old 
"Athletic Association " took place on 
Monday, October 12, '03. Friday the 9th 
was the day appointed, but a heavy con- 
tinuous rain on that day made competi- 
tion impossible and postponement im- 
perative. The thanks of the Association 
are due to Principal Peterson and the 
College Staff for the hearty co-operation 
given to aid this postponement. 

Despite the chilly air of Monday, the 
games were very successful ; keen com- 
petition was manifest is nearly every 
event on the programme and five new 
records were established, viz.: — 

Putting 16 lr. Sitot. — Record raised 
from 37' 10" to 38' 3" by Ogilvie- 

100 Yards. — Record lowered from 10 
2-5 sees, to 10 1-5 sees, by Morrow . 

120 Yards Hurdles.— Record lowered 
from 18 2-5 sees, to 17 2-5 sees, by E. 
B. Savage. 

Throwing Discus. — Record raised from 
105*5 Y to 106' 8 }" by Ogilvie 

Throwing L6 lb Hammer. — Record 
raised from 100 v 10' to 105" by Ogilvie. 

The Inter- Class team race was won by 
the Seniors with Morrow, Gibson, Gale 
and Gray as representatives. 

The competition for the Individual 
Trophy again resulted in a victory for 
Morrow, the scores of the three leaders 
being :— 

Morrow 23 pts. 
Ogilvie 19 " 
% Gibson 16 " 

The Seniors gained the Class Trophy 
with a majority over the Juniors of 59£, 
over the Sophomores of 64, and over the 
Freshmen of 64i, from which figuies it 
can readily be seen that the real competi- 
tion in this case was not to see who would 
get the first place, but as to who would 
be the " runner up." 

After our games, the Committee, with 



the aid of the Track Captain, Mr. Mc- 
intosh, chose 15 men to represent McGill 
against Toronto in the Dual Meet, which 
took place on the M. A. A. A. Grounds on 
the afternoon of Friday, October 16. 
Owing to an unfortunate misunderstand, 
ing the Queen's representatives did not 
compete in these Intercollegiate Games, 
but it is hoped that October of 1904 will 
see a triple Meet between Queen's, 
Toronto and McGill in Toronto, with 
each University represented by a track 
team of the required number of men. 

Needless to say, McGill was much dis- 
appointed in not winning the Intercolle- 
giate laurels this year. The magnificent 
showing made by our athletes on Oct. 
12 had raised every one's hopes, and it 
is not boasting when we say that McGill 
went into the contest confidently. But 
the victory was not for the home repre. 
sentatives, and although we could not 
win, yet it was shewn that we were 
" good losers" and bore no ill-will for 
being beaten by Varsity by 22 points. 

Kour new records were established, 
two being made by McGill men, 2 by 
Toronto's representatives. 

Ryan lengthened his own record in 
the broad jump from 20' lOJ" to 21' 8J- # 
while Ogilvie improved on the hammer 
throw by lengthening the distance from 
105'7" to 108 / 6." 

Giddingsputthe shot 37' 101" as against 
35' 3|" of the year before, and 
Worthington cut down the time for the 
120 yards hurdles 1-5 sec. by doing it 
in 17 1-5 sees. 

Theatre Night was held on the 
evening of the 16th, when the medals 
were given to the winners in the McGill 
games, Mrs. Moyse very kindly officiat- 
ing. 

Among the many important changes 
witnessed this year was the formation of 
a Harriers' Club, to promote 'cross- 
country running. The Club has been 
an undoubted success and the Committee 
of the Association thought that it should 
have the privilege, and also the work, of 
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conducting the Annual 'Cross-Country 
Run. This action was taken and a 
certain sum of money was voted to de- 
fray any expenses incurred by the young 
Club in carrying out the arrangements. 
That the Run was a success this year, no 
one can doubt, so it seems probable that 
henceforth the government of this event 
will be in the hands of the Harriers' 
Club 

The much discussed change in the 
Athletic Association also took place this 
year. This change has arisen from the 
fact that the Association was not what 
its name implied — it was not a general 
Association, but confined it^ attention 
exclusively to the conduct of Track 
affairs.* It was felt, therefore, that some- 
thing ought to be done towards the for- 
mation of an association that would 
embrace all recognized forms of athletics 
at McGill and which would, moreover, 
supervise and have jurisdiction over the 
actions of various clubs. 

.Much time has been spent upon the 
drawing up of a constitution for such an 
Association and also a constitution for a 
Track Club. As both these will come 
before your notice later in the evening, 
it is not necessary for me to dwell further 
on this point. 

That McGills name is becoming favour- 
ably known throughout the Uni ted States 
is evidenced by the fact that every year 
invitations are received from American 
Universities to participate in Track and 
Field Meets. This year Syracuse Uni- 
versity wanted to arrange a dual Track 
M< >et with McGill to take place in May. 
Of course, such an event in May is out 
of the question for McGill, but if such a 
Meet were possible for the fall term it 
would do a great deal towards making 
McGill better known in the States, and 
would also act as an incentive to our 
Athletes. It certainly seems imperative, 
however, that before McGill can hope to 
cope successfully with any Canadian or 
Foreign University in Track Meets, some- 
thing must be done in regard to better 



training facilities. As matters stand at 
present, our gymnasium and trainingquar- 
ters, the latter being much better known 
around College as " the shack, " are of the 
most primitive nature and are entirely 
inadequate to the needs of this large 
University. It is wonderful that McGill 
has always acquitted herself so well in 
Athletics when the insufficient training 
accessories are taken into account. Ab- 
solutely no training during the long 
winter, with possibly three or four weeks 
of it before the I ntercollegiate games, is not 
a regime which will bring any individual 
or university into prominence in athletics 
and it is not without very good reasons that 
we enter a plea for improvements in the 
present training facilities at McGill. 

Before closing this Report we wish to 
put on record our appreciation of the 
efforts of Messrs. Morrow, Ogilvie, Gibson 
and Lochead in the sphere of Athletics 
at McGill ; each one has done his utmost 
at all times for the advancement of the 
good name of our Alma Mater, and their 
places, made vacant by graduation, will 



indeed be very hard to fill.

McGill Defeated after Exciting 
Game. 

The game in Kingston, Friday 
night, was a decided success, for 
Queen's, and by winning they have 
become Canadian Intercollegiate 
champions. At eight o'clock sharp, 
Referee Evans, of Toronto, blew his 
whistle, and the teams lined up as

There was a record attendance at 
the game, about two thousand people 
present, and it was pandemonium let 
loose when the match started. 
Knight drew the puck and imme- 
diately started for the goal with the 
rest of his forwards in line. Molson, 
who played the game of the evening, 
however, was ready for them, re- 
turned fire, and the puck soon came 
up to be introduced to Mills. 

The checking now became very 
hard, each man watching his oppon- 
ent as closely as possible, with the 
result that combination on both sides 
was broken up. The Queen's for- 
wards were having the better of the 
game and kept Lindsay and Molson 
continually on the jump. The Mc- 
Gill forwards would get away time 
and time again, but when they ar- 
rived at the nets they could not 
shoot effectively. After twenty min- 
utes of the swiftest hockey that 
Kingston has ever seen, Walsh scored 
the first game on a pass from Rich- 
ardson who had made one of his bril- 
liant runs down the side. 

In less than a minute, after the 
puck had been faced, Walsh again 
scored with a neat shot that just 
struck the top of the net and drop- 



ped in. There was no further score 
in the first half. 

The second half started off with 
an attack on the Queen's goal, and 
for about five minutes Gurd and Mac- 
Callum kept Mills very busy, but he 
handled everything that came his way 
with great skill, and made some ex- 
cellent stops. Queen's relieved the 
pressure and play was soon around 
McGill goal. The McGill defence 
was the strongest it has been this 
year and broke up the Queen's com- 
bination every time. Lindsay was 
now doing great work and made one 
grand stop by rushing out just at the 
right moment, which brought him 
rounds of applause. Just two min- 
utes before time was up Queen's 
added another point to their score 
after a combination run in which 
Knight, Scott and Walsh partici- 
pated. 

The game was one of the best 
ever seen in Kingston, and was play- 
ed right through without any stops. 
Evans referred impartially and pen- 
alized for slight infractions of the 
rules, but he was a little lenient. 
The Queen's team is a well balanced 
aggregation that play hockey from 
the start to finish, and well deserve 
the honour they have attained. 

The McGill team played much bet- 
ter combination than they have 
done in previous matches and work- 
ed hard right up to the very end to 
stave off defeat, but they failed in 
their shooting and following back to 
help out the defence. There is no 
doubt that the better team won and 
McGill heartily congratulates Queen's 
on winning the championship.

FOOTBALL MEETING. 

A full meeting of the Canadian In- 
tercollegiate Rugby Football Union 
was held in the British American Hotel, 



on Friday afternoon, Feb. 19. Presi- 
dent Baldwin, of Toronto, was in the 
chair and McGill was represented by 
Messrs. Martin, Molson, McDonald and 
Tees. 

The Quebec five-yard proposed by 
McGill prompted a lot of discussion, the 
consensus of opinion being that some 
step was necessary to make the game 
more open. A rule was agreed upon 
by which, if the team in possession of 
the ball does not make in three scrim- 
mages a net gain of ten yards or a net 
loss of twenty yards, the ball must be 
handed to the opposing team.

This 
was introduced to prevent men coming 
up year after year to play football and 
attend College only so loner as the foot- 
ball season lasts.

UNDERGRADUATES LITERARY 
SOCIETY. 

The Regular Meeting of the a*>ove 
Society was held in the Law Room, on 
Friday evening last. The advance no- 
tices of the meeting had intimated 
that there would be a political debate 
and also nominations of officers for the 
ensuing year. Such was the ostensible 
object of the meeting, but it would 
have been somewhat nearer the truth 
had it been announced that there would 
be a discussion of the finances of the 
Society. 

It might be well to state here, by 
way of explanation, that the expenses 
of the Literary Society have been 
unusually heavy this year, and this 
was due, in a great measure, to the 
fact that two Intercollegiate debates 
were held here this year, whereas in 
former years, one has invariably been 
the limit. Further it was found that 
the revenue of the Literary Society 
was wholly inadequate to meet this 
increased expenditure and this state of 
affairs necessitated an appeal to the 
Undergraduate Societies of Arts, 
Science and Law. The response to 
this appeal for funds was, on the whole, 
disappointing, Arts being the only Fa- 
culty to respond, and that only to the 
extent of fifteen ($15) dollars, whereas 
the deficit to be met amounted to about 
fifty ($50) dollars. 

Such then, very briefly, is the finan- 
cial state of the Literary Society, 
and the greater part of the evening 
was devoted to a discussion of the 
means best adapted to prevent the re- 
currence of such a state of affairs in 
the future. 

Mr. Sheldon, '04, suggested the amal- 
gamation of the Literary Society witfc 
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the Arts Undergraduate Society. He 
stated that comparatively few Arts 
men are members of the latter Society, 
since its inducements to First and Sec- 
ond Year men, with the exception of 
the Reading-Room privileges, are prac- 
tically nil. If the privileges of the 
Literary Society were included among 
those of the Undergraduate Society, 
it would prove a means of inducing 
many to join the Society who would not 
otherwise do so, and thug it would 
clearly be to the mutual advantage of 
both societies to amalgamate. 

These remarks of Mr. Sheldon's eli- 
cited a prompt reply from Mr. Dale 
Harris, of Law. He laid special em- 
phasis on the claims of the Literary 
Society on the University, and urged 
the necessity of pressing these claims 
for recognition. He objected to Mr. 
Sheldon's scheme, on the ground that it 
would make the Literary Society ex- 
clusively an Arts Society, whereas it 
had always been the boast of the So- 
ciety that it was essentially a Univer- 
sity Society. As a result of the pro- 
posed amalgamation, students of other 
Faculties would be excluded from mem- 
bership. In concluding his remarks, 
Mr. Harris advised placing the Society 
under the control of the Alma Mater 
Society ; this, he thought, would be the 
best way out of the difficulty. 

Mr. Archibald, '04, the next speaker, 
pointed out that amalgamation would 
not necessarily involve the exclusion of 
students of other Faculties from mem- 
bership. As a way out of the difficulty 
he suggested that students, other than 
those of Arts, might enjoy the literary 
benefits of the Society by pay- 
ment of the present fee. He also sug- 
gested the formation of a Committee 
composed by representatives of all Fa- 
culties who should conduct the literary 
affairs of the Society. Though still 
nominally an Arts Society, this would 
enable the students of other Faculties 
to enjoy the benefits of the Literary So- 
ciety. 



These were the schemes suggeste 1, 
and a lengthy discussion, which neither 
time nor space would permit ot re- 
production, followed. Some represen- 
tatives of Law and Science present 
protested strongly against the amal- 
gamation scheme. They pointed out 
that Science and Law men would be 
paying an additional fee for the privi- 
leges of the Literary Society, while 
the Arts man would pay only his un- 
dergraduate fee. They also showed 
that the disposition of funds, the great- 
er part of which would come from Arts, 
could not be properly attended to by a 
Committee on literary matters compos- 
ed of representatives of all Faculties. 
On the other hand, if this Committee 
had to appeal to another Committee 
composed of Arts men, the Society 
would be in exactly the same position 
as at present. 

This was about as far as the discus- 
sion went, but it had done nothing tan- 
gible in the way of reducing the deficit. 
Apparently the only way to do that 
would be to appeal to the members of 
the Society for an additional subscrip- 
tion. At this juncture, Pres. McGou- 
gan sprang rather a pleasant little sur- 
prise on the meeting by informing those 
present that there would be no need 
of calling for additional subscriptions 
as the deficit had been provided for 
from a source which he did not men- 
tion. He added that it would ibe im- 
possible for the Literary Society to 
continue to exist unless it were placed 
on a much sounder financial basis, and, 
if that were not done, the Society 
would be driven to the ignominious 
course of withdrawing from the Inter- 
University Debating League. 

This precipitated matters to a con- 
clusion, and as a result a Committee 
was appointed to enquire into the best 
means of ameliorating the finances of 
the Literary Society in the future. 
The Committee was composed of the 
following gentlemen: — Messrs. Mc- 
Gougan, Sheldon, Archibald, Howitt, 
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Carr and McMillan from Arts, Mr. 
Forbes from Science and Mr. Couture 
from Law. 

As it was now too late to carry out 
the evening's original programme, it 
was decided to have a portion of it 
at least, and accordingly the chairman 
called on Mr. Geo- Shanks, '04, who 
gave a humorous reading, which amply 
demonstrated the impossibility of any- 
thing ever happening at a boarding- 
house. 



HISTORICAL CLUB. 

Swiss Topics Discussed. — Important 
Notice. 

The "Historicals" held their regular 
meeting on Thursday, Feb. 18, Mr. 
Gui Papineau-Couture occupying the 
chair in the absence of President Papi- 
neau. Mr. Rubinovi-tz, Arts, '04, after 
the reading of the minutes, gave a brief 
paper on some point in connection with 
the Swiss Constitution. Of late years 
Democratic ideas have been in the as- 
cendant there, and the people take a 
very large part in the framing of the 
laws. The right of petition has been 
extended in some cantons into a right 
of initiating legislature, and the refe- 
rendum is largely used, though the re- 
sults of so doing are not encouraging. 
Of late several motions of a socialistic 
nature have been passed. 

Mr. Campbell, of the same Year, fol- 
lowed with a highly interesting article 
on the Swiss system of national defence. 
The country is very strongly fortified 
by nature, and these defences have been 
improved by the erection of forts at 
strategic points. At twenty years of 
age, every male citizen undergoes am 
examination before a military board. If 
he passes it, he serves for 13 years in 
the Elite, being called out every other 
year for a short period. From 33 to 45 
he serves in the First Reserve, which 
is called out every four years; from 
45 to 50, in the Second Reserve, which 
is never called out save in time of war. 



Every man keeps his own kit and rifle 
and must do a certain amount of shoot- 
ing; indeed, shooting is the national 
sport. The officers rise from the ranks 
by merit, and receive special training. 
'1 hey, like the rest of the army, ar« 
ordinary citizens, earning their living 
like anyone else; there is, therefore, no 
distinction between civilian and soldier. 
The entire ptiranent staff numbers less 
than 200; the total strength of the army 
is 60,000 (1902), and it costs about 
$5,000,000 per annum. On the few 
occasions when it has had to take the 
field, its efficiency has been clearly 
proved. 

Mr. Tupp* 1 , Arts '05, who was to 
have read a paper, was unavoidably 
absent. Dr. Colby read Fraedman's ac- 
count of the Swiss Landsgemeinen and 
gave some iccounl of two of these in- 
teresting assemblies which he had him- 
self seen.

GLEE AND BANJO CLUB TRIP. 
Large and Enthusiastic Audiences 

Greet the Club at Richmond and 

Sherbrooke. 

The McGill Glee and Banjo Club, 
though one of the least known and 
worst supported of our College Organ- 
izations, has been able to score a big 
success during its recent trip. Former* 
ly this was one of the most popular 
Clubs in thie College: its membership 
was large and its support excellent. 
Its trips were for the most part very 
successful financially, and its concerts 
were of a high degree of excellence. 
But one bad year came : one long trip 
proved a failure and the financial cir- 
cumstances of the Club became so 
straitened that, disheartened, the mem- 
bers disbanded. Last year the Club 
was revived and this year a short trip 
was decided upon; its success has been 
greater than the most sanguine expect- 
ed, and the members fully deserve the 
warm congratulations they received at 
both Richmond and \Sherbrooke. 

Eight o'clock Friday morning saw 
twenty-two men on the platform at 
Bonaventure station ready to start for 
Richmond. Twenty-three were to go. 



but the absence of the twenty-third did 
not cause much surprise. No one, it 
seemed, expected him to be on time; 
most expected him to miss thie train al- 
together. By a merciful Providence, 
how-ever, the train from the Wes/t was 
late, and just as our train was moving 
out, ten minutes after schedule time, 
our late brother tore through the wak- 
ing-room, caught the last car with a 
flying leap and appeared among us with 
his large composure in no wise dis- 
turbed. This exciting event sent most 
of the boys to seek a sedative in whist, 
but this peaceful amusement soon failed 
and the impromptu concert which fol- 
lowed lasted until Richmond was reach- 
ed. 

The advent of McGill students into 
Richmond has ceased to create the 
same interest As was exhibited the first 
year the survey camp was held there. 
Hence, the ride to the Grand Central 
Hotel on top of our baggage caused no 
more than a mild ripple of excitement. 
The main part of the excitiement fol- 
lowed when the combined onslaught was 
made on the dining-room ; that was ex- 
citing — for the girls. The soloists ate 
sparingly, mindful of their voices; 
the Glee Club liberally, with the pros- 
pect of no supper; the Banjo Club vor- 
aciously, most of them conscious of 
having had no breakfast. Hence, a 
good-natured crowd invaded the Town 
ITall for the rehearsal, and, despite the 
cold, played and sang to the empty 
benches with the most intense ardour. 

At 8.15 the curtain rose on a most in- 
spiring scene. In thie distance rolled a 
pea-green sea lit up by the faint radi- 
ance of a pink moon. On either side 
columns of marble supported a mass of 
foliage of the green baize species. In 
the near foreground the Glee Club stood 
in graceful pose, each member wearing 
on his manly breast the colours of Old 
McGill. Such was the sight that greet- 
ed the eyes of the; expectant audience. 
The piano played the introduction to 
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"Come Fill Your Glasses up to McGill" 
and on the right note the Glee Club 
broke in with a burst of melody such 
as had never before filled the old hall. 
Loud and enthusiastic applause greeted 
this effort and the same was given to 
every number on the programme. Rich- 
mond people liked the McGill Glee and 
Banjo Club, being especially impressed 
with the singing of Chester Waterman 
who was obliged to appear four timeb. 

On our arrival in Sherbrooke, Satur- 
day morning, we were confronted with 
the problem of placing twenty-six men 
and a ton of baggage in two one-horse 
sleighs without damage to either bag- 
gage or men. The problem was some- 
what simplified by Bob Chamber's of- 
fer to walk to the hotel, but notwith- 
standing this relief of the situation the 
horses several times required assist- 
ance in dragging their precious freight 
up the hills which form Sherbrooke' s 
principal feature. The Graduates had 
made all arrangements for our accom- 
modation at the Magog House, and 
Gordon's joy at having a private bath 
was quite pitiful to see- In the after- 
noon there was another rehearsal, and 
several of the boys were driven around 
the city by Dr. Williams and — others. 
The Graduates had also seen to the de- 
coration of the theatre. The auditor- 
ium and stage were decorated with red 
and white lights; bunting was draped 
over the boxes and in front of the bal- 
cony. A splendid stage setting com- 
pleted a very pleasing effect. The con- 
cert was received with the same enthu- 
siasm as at Richmond, Alex Robert- 
son carrying off the honours — and the 
flowers. 

After the concert, the Club was en- 
tertained by the Graduates at an oyster 
supper in the dining-room of the Magog 
House, which was also prettily decorat- 
ed in red and white. Covers were laid 
for forty, and a jollier crowd was never 
got together. Dr. Smith acted as toast- 
master and performed his duties in a 



v ery happy manner. 'I he toast to the 
King was honoured in the usual way 
alter which Dr. Lynch proposed the 
'McGill Glee and Banjo Club." Dr. 
Lynch is an old Club man and recalled 
many of the old trips taken by the Club 
in happier times. Responses were made 
by Air. Fred. Brown, Dr. Douglas and 
Mr. Wright, who spoke of the Club's 
aims and prospects.'' "The Graduates 
of Sherbrooke' , was proposed by Mr. 
Fred. Brown in a neat speech and was 
responded to by Dr. Williams in whose 
hands most of the preparations for our 
reception had been placed. "'Old Mc- 
Gill" was proposed by Dr. Farwerr 
and brought forth replies from Mr. 
Fred. Douglas, Mr. Carter, Mr. Bob 
Chambers and Mr. Addie. "The Ladies" 
brought the toast list to a close. It 
was proposed with great eclat by Dr. 
Williams and called forth responses 
from Messrs Robertson, Fred. Rugg, 
Dr. Bradley. F. G- Wickware, Steedman 
and Max Fyshe. The singing of 'Auld 
Lang Syne" and three hearty cheers 
for the Sherbrooke Graduates brought 
to a close a most successful and enjoy- 
able supper. Nothing we can say can 
sufficiently express our appreciation 
and gratitude for the treatment we re- 
ceived from the Graduates of Sher- 
brooke. They are, every one, jolly good 
fellows. 

The Glee Club expects to repeat their 
concert in Montreal very soon, and it 
is to be hoped that the students will 
turn out strong and help our only musi- 
cal club along. Their concert is well 
worth while and should be heartily sup- 
ported.

McGILL LITERARY SOCIETY OR 
ARTS LITERARY SOCIETY. 

We understand that a project is on 
foot to unite the Literary Society with 
the Undergraduates' Society of Arts, the 
reason being that under the present 
system it is found almost impossible to 
meet the yearly expenses of the former 
organization, and an appeal has generally 
to be made to the different Undergiadute 
bodies or to the students as a whole. 

It is certainly regrettable that this 
should be the case with a society which 
is doing as good work in the University 
as the " Literary. 99 

At the same time there are grave 
doubts as to whether the proposed 
remedy would be a wise one. It has 
always been one of the strongest points 
in favour of the " Literary " that it is in 
no sense a Faculty organization, but a 
University society open equally to every 
student at McGill, and though in the 
past Arts men have naturally been in 
the majority, it has, nevertheless, always 
included in its list of members a number 
of men from other Faculties. 

If the Society were now to be made a 
branch of the Undergraduate Society of 
Arts, it would quite lose its University 
character, being simply on the same 
footing as the Applied Science and Medi- 
cal Societies are to-day. Although it is 
said in defence of the plan that men of 
outside Faculties might still become 
members, their membership would be 
merely nominal. The w Literary 99 being 
merged in and governed entirely by the 
Arts Society, men of other Faculties 
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could have no voice at all in its manage- 
ment. Under such circumstances, out- 
side students would soon lose all interest 
in its affairs. 

In addition to this objection, the union 
of the two societies would tend to 
strengthen again the Faculty system, 
and be a direct blow to the present "Year" 
organization. 

As to the financial side of the matter, 
it seems doubtful whether there would 
be much improvement on either hfide 
As a rule, neither the Undergraduates nor 
the Literary are troubled by surplus 
cash, and it is difficult to see how, by 
cutting off entirely the present subscrip- 
tions to the Literary Society, which 
amount to about thirty dollars a year 4 
such again would result as to put both 
societies financially "on their feet." 

If the c< Literary 99 really find it im- 
possible to manage without aid of some 
sort, it would seem that support should 
come, not from any one Faculty, but from 
the University. 



That Debating is a distinct line of stu- 
dent activity just as much as any form 
of athletics is now generally recognized 
among the Universities of the continent. 

At McGill, though in the past public 
speaking has been rather neglected 
during the last few years, under the 
auspices of the Literary Society it has 
come rapidly to the fore, until now the 
University is a member of an Intercolle- 
giate Debating League, which already 
includes four colleges, and is likely to 
have a fifth in a short time — a larger 
number than any athletic league in which 
McGill is concerned can boast of. 

W hy then should not the "Literary" 
remain a '•University' ' society and receive 
an annual grant from the University, 
though not necessarily a very large one, 
in just the same manner as the Footlall 
Hockey, Tennis and in short all the athle- 
tic clubs at McGill do to-day?

To the Editor of the Outlook: — 

The readers of the Outlook are 
this week informed of the proposal to 
bring the Undergraduates* Literary 
Society under the wing of the Under- 
graduates' Society of Arts. Such a 
radical scheme has naturally encount- 
ered a great deal of opposition — espe- 
cially at the boards of the apostles) of 
"University Spirit." But is there noth- 
ing to be said. in commendation of the 
narrowness of those who would give 
to the Arts man a Literary Society 
catering to his needs, and to his needs 
almost exclusively? 

Any one who is acquainted with the 
present roll of the Literary knows that 
the number of Law and Applied Science 
men interested in that Society is in- 
finitely small. And this too, in spite 
of the fact that its officers have not 
ceased to cry aloud, "the Literary be- 



longs to the whole University, not to 
any one Faculty!" The hum of lithos 
and dynamos has all but drowned the 
cry. 

Why, then, should there be a Uni- 
versity Debating Club? Is it necessary 
that the University idea should be made 
to go in all Fours? Such matters as 
Athletics, Class Pins and Junior 
Dances are best handled by the Year 
Organizations. When, however, we 
come to consider the best way of train- 
ing our Undergraduates to talk, is it to 
be taken for granted that the only con- 
ceivable plan is to have a common ser 
ciety for the whole University? In the 
first place, if there were such a society, 
composed of a good representation from 
all Faculties,— history, both ancient and, 
modern would seem to prove 
the impossibility of the existence of so 
cosmopolitan a Debating Club— if there 
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were such a society, could it be con- 
ducted at all successfully? To interest 
the Applied Science men connected with 
it, topics would need to he discussed, 
for which the Arts man would not care 
a fig. The Law men would require po- 
litics, politics; while the Arts man would 
prefer to talk his kind of "shop." Could 
such a club hold the interest of all its 
numbers all the time. 

On the o;her hand, we claim that the 
Medical man should he trained at Col- 
lege to talk alon?^ the lines which be 
must follow when nine' begins to prac- 
tice. And does not the Medical Socie- 
ty do this for him? What the Applied 
Science man wants is an Applied 
Science Society w r here he can anticipate 
a Little and imagine his speeches to be 
those required of the full-fledged en- 
gineer. The Arts' Undergraduate can 



wax eloquent over Chaucer or Milton, 
over Virgil or Homer; can debate the 

comparative culture — values of classics, 
English and Mathematics; why make 
the programmes of his Literary Socie- 
ty include so much that is adapted only 
to the Parliamentary aspirations of his 
friend in Law. The Liberal Club is 
the natural arena for the contests of 
McGill's lawyers. 

In a word, to carry the University 
idea, excellent as it is, into the Litera- 
ry Society is undesirable as well as im- 
possible. Let each Faculty give its 
men the peculiar Literary training they 
need. ( )therwise.. we return to the ad- 
mirable plan of Procrustes.
